CHANCE DISCOVERY 
SAVES MANY LIVES 


Observation of Potomac 
Snails Gives Key to Ori. 


ental Disease. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(P)— 
The story of how the chance discov- 
ery in Washington that some snails 
could not live in alkaline water saved 
the lives of millions of people in the 
orient was told today by the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

In a report on the work of Dr. 
Paul Bartsch, its curator of mollusks, 
the institution said in 1896 he dis- 
covered snails living in the Potomac 
river differed considerably from those 
in tributary streams and found the 
difference was due to the acidity of 
the swater. 

At that time in China, Japan, For- 
mosa, the Philippine Islands and 
other oriental countries, thousands of 
people were dying yearly from a 
strange disease called schistosomiasis, 
which research proved to be due to a 
tiny worm which bored through the 
skin and entered the blood stream. 

Eventually “Japanese scientists 
found these worms lived in snails 
during part of their life eycles and 
these snails proved from Bartsch’s 
work to be the only ones which lived 
In water which was slightly acid. 

The remedy was simple, involving 
merely the dumping of crushed lime- 
stone along the shores of ponds and 
streams. This turned the water alka- 
line and destroyed the snails, result- 
ing in practical elimination of the 
disease.

Action Is Pressed on T echwood Bill 
‘To Reimburse Atlanta for Service 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—With 
the Techwood low-cost housing proj- 
ect in Atlanta ready for occupation, 
Representative Robert Ramspeck, of 
Georgia, and other congressmen are 
pressing for early action by the house 


on the George-Healey bill designed to 
make it possible for city officials of 
Atlanta to collect fire, police, sanitary 
and other service charges from opera- 
tion of the project. 

Sponsored by Senator Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, the bill passed 
the senate March 27. When it reach- 
ed the house, Representative Ramspeck 
and members of the ways and means 
committee, to which it was referred, 
found. it should be amended so as to 
make Techwood and other like pro- 
jects low rent as well as low cost 
enterprises. 

On Consent Calendar. 

Accordingly, with the active aid of 
Mr. Ramspeck, Representative Healey, 
of Massachusetts, author of the house 
bill, and others, everything but the 
enacting clause of the George bill was 
stricken out and the Healey, Dill, 
which more clearly carries out Ram- 
speck’s ideas, was substituted. It 
was reported out by the ways and 
means committee on this form, and is 
now on the consent calendar of the 
house ready for that body's consid- 
eration. 

Because of parliamentary situations 
in the lower chamber, it is improbable 
the George-Healey bill can be con- 
sidered before the middle of next week. 
Unless certain republicans, who have 
been reported as being opposed to it, 
object to a unanimous consent agreée- 
ment to take it up Wednesday or 
Thursday, it will be necessary, accord- 
ing to Representative Ramspeck, to get 
a special ruie from the rules commit- 
tee in order to bring it before the low- 
er chamber. 

Representative Eugene Cox, of Ca- 
milla, Ga., a high ranking majority 
member of the rules committee, said, 
however, that if a rule wag neces- 
| sary, he would see that it was prompt- 
‘ly reported out. 

If the measure can be brought up 
| for consideration there is little doubt 
about its passage, because it has the 
approval of the administration, and 
the huge democratic majority in the 
house will see that it is passed. 

As explained by Represetnative 
Ramspeck before the ways and meane 
committee, Mayor Key, of Atlanta, 
has held that occupants of Techwood 
would not be entitled to city facilities 
unless the city was compensated for 
the protection and servicing.

Statistics just issued by the Bu- 
reau of Railway Economics of the 
Association of American Railroads 
at Washington disclose that the 
net railway operating income of 
Class I railwa%s of the United 
States for the first three months 
of 1936, shows an increase of $18,- 
198,455 over the same period in 
1935, which was a gain of 21.1 
per cent.

There is a certain 
delight and fascination in the working 
out of a theme, and he forgets that 
a sermon is after all but a means 
to an end. Joseph Parker, as was his 
wont, hit the nail full on the head 
when he said that to be concerned 
merely with getting the truth off your 
mind and not onto mine is not preach- 
ing. : 

“I hear,” the great preacher Ravig- 
nan said once to Lacordaire “that you 
had such a crowd at your last ser- 
mon that people were sitting even on 
top of the confessionals.”’ 

“Ah, perhaps,” replied the other, 
“but you manage to make them go 
into the confessionals.” 

There, surely, is the supreme task 
of the preacher—not merely to at- 
tract, but to convince and convert. 
Preaching is not simply saying things, 
it is doing things; and to get things 
done there need not be only the clear- 
ness and calm of the expositor but 
the heat, the passion, the urgency 
of the advocate.

FAST-CHANGING MANCHUKUO 

Four years ago Pu Yi, former boy 
emperor of China, was placed at the 
head of the new state of Manchu- 
kuo, with the title of ‘“‘chief execu- 
tive.’”” Two years ago his status and 
name were changed and he became 
Emperor Kang Teh, and he now en- 
ters his fifth year as titular head 
of the world’s newest state, formed 
out of territory that for hundreds 
of years was an integral part of the 
Chinese empire and before that for 
many centuries an _ independent 
kingdom ruled by the lordly Man- 
chus. 

In those four years there have | 
been kaleidoscopic changes in the 
new country, both politically and 
economically. In 1932 Manchuria 
was a typical Chinese territory,

EXPLANATIONS. There is some question about how much Mr. 
Green’s letter helped the New Deal in the 

Frazier-Lemke fight. The most prominent labor congressmen voted for 

the inflation bill, regardless of Mr. Green’s advice. However, it fur- 

nished an adequate excuse to any congressman who wanted to vote 

against the bill. 

Note 2. While Speaker Byrns read the Green letter, the general in- 
ner understanding is that it was handed to him. He was apparently not 
in on the negotiations which led up to it. Only one New Dealer is suf- 
ficiently powerful to have negotiated the deal. 

Note 3. The back-stage understanding is that, if anything is done 
about the Healey bill, it will not be toward imposing NRA code hours 
and wages on all contractors doing business with the federal govern- 
ment (as provided in the original Walsh bill.) Nor will it give Labor 
Secretary Perkins the right to fix hours and wages. Instead, it will be 
on a basis of requiring government contractors to pay prevailing wages. 
This idea is already in force on all federal public building contracts, but 


not on others. 


GIVE AND TAKE. Near the end of a session like this, the inside 


pressure for legislation warms up to the siz- 
zling point. Not only does the President uSe pressure, but pressure is 
used on him. 

For example, John L»* Lewis, United Mine chief, has been seen 
prowling around the White House furnace room lately. Those close to 
him know he has been trying to induce the President to issue a state- 
ment favoring the new Guffey coal bill, and (provided he fails in that) 
to get the President to call in the congressional leaders and tell them 
privately the bill must be passed. 

Congressional leaders are not saying so publicly, but they do not 
like the bill. The idea of federal price fixing, standing alone, without 
labor provisions, is repugnant to them. The bill will not be passed un- 
less the President turns on a terrifying amount of heat. 


DRAFT? There are two inside stories explaining Governor Leh- 
man’s retirement, but only one can be right. The story 
passed around in Albany was that the death of the governor’s brother 
made it necessary for him to take active control of the Lehman banking 
firm. That cannot be considered very seriously because the bank is 
sufficiently well organized to get along without him. 
A better explanation probably is that Governor Lehman was never 
personally happy in political life, that he made up his mind three 
months ago not to run again, that President Roosevelt has been unable 


to talk him out of it, but still hopes to. 

NOTES. Acting Budget Director Bell is a good bet for Comptroller 
General McCarl’s post in June. Bell does not want the 

budgét director’s job because he would lose his civil service status.

graphic Society. “The remainder of 
pre-war Germany’s domain, made up 
of two comparatively small areas, 
was turned over to the Belgian Con- 
go and Portugal’s colony, Mozam- 
bique, for administration. 


Has 5,000,000 Inhabitants. 


“Extending from the shore of the 
Indian ocean nearly halfway across 
Africa, Tanganyika covers an area 
about four and one-half times that 
of England and Scotland combined. 
Twenty thousand square miles is un- 
der water. Boundary lines bisect 
Lake Victoria on the north and Lake 
Tanganyika and Lake Nyasa on the 
west. 


“If the mandate were relinquished, 
Great Britain would not only break 
her continuous link chain of posses- 
sions from Egypt to the tip of the 
Cape of Good Hope, but her census 
enumerators would have to deduct 
more than 5,000,000 people from the 
British records. Most Tanganyikans 
are tribes of mixed Bantu races in 
various degrees of civilization. Some 
tribes in remote areas show little, if 
any, effect of contact with Euro- 
peans, while others, through the es- 
tablishment of schools, and missions, 
have improved their methods of farm- 
ing and cattle raising, and have de- 
veloped new industries. 

“There are less than 10,000 Ethio- 
pians in the territory, most of whom 
are residents of coast towns. There 
also are about 32,000 Asiatics. They 
also live largely in the coastal region 
and are employed in industry and 
trade. 

Slavery Abolished. 


“One of the first moves of Ger- 
many after laying claim to Tangan- 
yika in 1884 was toward the aboli- 
tion of slavery. The government de- 
clared that every native born after 
1905 was to be free. The wildness 
of the region and lack of communi- 
cations, however, made the enforce- 
ment of the decree almost impossi- 
ble, particularly in isolated regions. 
In 1922, the British. recognizing the 
tendency of m-ny tribes not to abide 
by the decree, made a new attempt to 
destroy slavery by legislation, and 
today there is little evidence of the 
old custom. 

“Forests eovering thousands of 
square miles of the territory are the 
basis of a profitable lumber indus- 
try. Then there are extensive open 
areas used as farm lands, where sisal, 
cotton, coffee, ground nuts, and grain 
are grown for domestic needs, and 
for export. Other open country sup- 
ports 5.000.000 castle, 2,300,000 sheep. 
and 3,300,000 goats. These and wild 
game are the basis of a-.large trade 
in wool. skins, and hides. Gold, mica, 
tin and diamonds are mined in the 
territory. 

Contact Promoted. 

“Contact of the natives with Ethio- 
pians has been promoted by the con- 
struction of roads, railroads, telegraph 
lines and the establishment of air 
routes. There are more than 15,000 
miles of roads, easily traveled during 
the dry season, and three railroads 
which, with their branches, aggregate 
about 1,200 miles. The principal rail- 
road runs across the territorv from 
the porg, Dar es Salaam, to Kigoma, 
on the shore of Lake Tanganyika, 
772 miles. Another line runs from 
the port, Tanga, to Arusha near the 
northern border. 273 miles. A branch 
of the Dar es Salaam—Kigoma road 
links that road with the shore ot 
Lake Victoria. Thus the northern 
part of the territory is not as diffi- 
cult of access by rail as is southern 
Tanganyika where there is only a 
single line from the port, Lindi, to 
Masasi. about 100 miles inland. 

“Dar es Salaam, the chief port and 
largest city in the territory, is in 
telegraphic communication with many 
of the inland towns and villages and 
with the adjoining colonies, Nyasa- 
land, Kenya. Uganda, and Northern 
Rhodesia. The city also is linked by 
cable with Zanzibar. 

Dar es Salaam has 30,000 inhabi- 
tants. It might be called a bit ot 
Europe transplanted in ‘Tanganyika, 
for, while black natives are commonly 
seen on its streets, the city is the 
headquarters of the British govern- 
ment in the territory; its streets are 
wide, its residences are modern, and 
its best shops are stocked with Euro- 
pean merchandise.”

The greatest sky show of the year, the 
total eclipse of the sun on June 19, 
will be witnessed by the largest group 
‘of scientists and their instruments 
ever assembled for such an event. 

| A total of 40 expeditions, including 
three from the United States, will 
ibe spread out along the shadow path 
‘of the eclipse stretching northeast- 
'ward across Europe and Asia to make 
| what is expected to be an almost con- 
‘tinuous record of the event. 

| In addition to the customary as- 
'tronomical observations, astronomers 
here say. efforts will be made to use 
| for the first time many new pieces of 
equipment which are expected to re- 
‘veal new scientific facts. 

| About 25 of the 40 expeditions will 
‘be made up of Russian scientists. 
| T'wo of the United States expeditions, 
one sponsored by the National Geo- 
graphic Society and Georgetown Uni- 
versity and the other by Harvard Uni- 
versity and Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, will observe, from 
points near Kustanai and Orenburg, 
Siberia, while a third, headed by Dr. 
Willi Cohn, of the University of Cali- 
fornia, will set up its instruments in 
northern Japan. Expeditions from 
Italy, Japan, England and France 
will choose other pointe in the dark 
pathway.

PRESBYTERIAN LEADER | 
FLAYS DICTATORSHIPS 


Augusta Convention Told of 
Achievements of Church 
Members. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., May 24.—(4)— 
Southern Presbyterians heard an in- 
dictment of dictatorships today by Dr. 
Thomas W. Currie, head of the Theo- 
logical Seminary of Austin, Texas. 

Speaking to the diamond jubilee of 
the Presbyterian church in the United 
States, Dr. Currie said: 

“It seems to be the general con- 
yiction of present day Presbyterians 
that the experiments in dictatorships 
within the brief period followimg the 
World War are temporary retrogres- 
sions and certainly not to be con- 
sidered as evidence of wholesome 


progress.” 
Praises Wilson. 

Dr. Currie praises the work of 
Woodrow Wilson, Williams Jennings 
Bryan, Lord Cecil an Former Secre- 
tary of State Frank Kellogg—all 
Presbyterians—for their post war 
peace efforts. 

“Under the leadership of Woodrow 
Wilson—a child of the manse—was 
formed the League of Nations,” he 
said. “However: many mistakes this 
League may have made, it will always 
remain Mr. Wilson’s conception. It 
will likely endure in some form. 

“No one can forget that a Presby- 
terian elder, William Jennings Bryan, 
was so opposed to war he resigned as 
secretary of state when he saw proc- 
esses were leading our nation into 
war. Lord Cecil, of Britain, and Mr. 
Kellogg, of the United States, are 
two Presbyterian men who have 
fought fearlessly to abolish war.” 

Opens Way to All. 

The scholarly Texan said the Pres- 
byterian church “lent its influence to 
opening the way for all men instead 
of the privileged few, to enter upon 
the experiment of attaining economic 
independence.” 

‘Presbyterian men of today are do- 
ing an intelligent part in trying to 
find a constructive way to conserve 
the good which has been achieved 
through capitalism and at the same 
time correct its obvious and hurtful 
by-products.” 

Dr. Currie said Presbyterians. lead- 
ers “are ready for union between 
Presbyterian bodies and other Protes- 
tant groups, provided this will mean 
more efficiency in making the people

HIGH COURT MAY RULE 
UN BANKRUPTCY ACT 


Decision of New York Mini- 
mum Wage Law Also 
Expected Today. 


_WASHINGTON, May 24.—<7)— 
Nearing the end of its term, the su- 
preme court may rule tomorrow on 
the constitutionality of the municipal 
bankruptcy act and the New York 
minimum wage law for women and 
children. 


These are among the nine cases to 
be decided before the justices adjourn 
on June 1 until next October. Those 
not passed on tomorrow will go over 
until the following Monday. 


Announcement is expected tomor- 
row as to whether the justices will 
review more than a score of contro- 
versies appealed from lower courts. 

_ These include a challenge of the 
New York unemployment insurance 
law and the effort of a Swiss cor- 
poration to keep the United States 
from seizing its gold in this country 
which has a face value of $1,250,000. 

If the court grants reviews. the 
arguments and final decisions will be 
deferred until next fall. If reviews 
are denied, the rulings of the lower 
courts remain in effect.

it up very fine he releases a lot of saliva. Which ex- 

plains the foam.

Reducing 
is the game in which you lose to 
win .. . but you can’t lose all the 
time. 

Reducing __be- 
comes a_ slower 
process after you 
have lost’ the 
soft fat. You 
will find greater 
difficulty in mov- 
ing the solid adi- 
— tissue you 

ave been carry- 
ing around for

there four 
distinct periods 
in a reducing pro- 
gram. 

The first and 
easiest step is the loss of the pliant 
fat which yields readily to diet. 

The second step is the current stabi- 
lization period with slight fluctuations 
on the scales, and this is most trying 
to the reducer, 

The third step Is moving (or try- 
ing to move!) the compact fat, which 
demands renewed effort on the part 
of the reducer. In taking off this solid 
fat your reducing rate is cut to half- 
speed or less. But every ounce you 
lose from now is worth as much as

a pound of the initial weight loss, for / 


you are definitely losing toward per- 
manent slimness. So, if you have been 
clipping it off at the cheering rate 
of two pounds a week, 
from now on to lose at the rate of

Prince Lo- 
thair obtained the title of emperor, 
and was allowed to rule over Italy 
and also over a region which stretch- 
ed from northern Italy to Belgium. 

Thus the three grandsons took 
over the empire of their grandfather. 
One of them, Lothair, died before the. 
others. He divided his lands between 
his sons, one of whom obtained a 
kingdom west of the Rhine river, ~ 
reaching to the North sea. That son 
was Lothair II. In memory of him 
and his father the region came to be 
called “Lotharingia.” The name was 
changed later to Lorraine. Lorraine 
is now a province of France, but it 
is not nearly so large as it was long 
ago. . 
After the death of Lothair II, his 
kingdom was split into parts. Charles 
the Bald got some of it, and so did 
Louis the German. The three small 
countries we know as Holland, Bel- 
gium and Switzerland were among the 
parts of Lothair’s kingdom. _ 

If the land between the Rhine and 
the Rhone had not been split up, the 
history of Europe would have been 
different. A large country between 
France and Germany would have cut 
down the danger of warfare between 
them. As it has turned out, there 
has been bitter fighting over the pro- 
vince of Lorraine, and also over the 
province known as Alsace.

After wandering in 
India and elsewhere in the orient, she 
returned to Russia, where, at the 
gloomy and gruesome chateau of 4 cer- 
tain prince, she frightened the noc- 
turnal guests with weird demonstra- 
tions of table-tippings, spirit rappings, 
thought readings, levitation and the 
opposite phenomenon—making light 
articles heavy. 

Returning again to the orient, she 
visited Egypt and Syria, and finally 
came to America, where she was ex- 
ploited as a spirit medium under the 
alleged control of “John King,’ a 
dead pirate, and much as Cagliostro 
had founded his Egyptian free mason- 
ry for the regeneration of mankind, so 
Madame Blavatsky, in 1875, estab- 


lished the famous Theosophical So- 


ciety. 
Mysterious Brotherhood Discipe. 
She now declared herself to be a 
disciple of a mysterious brotherhood 
of Mahatmas, whom she had met in 


Tibetan mahatmas.

JAPAN REPLACES 
GENERAL IN CHINA 


Officials Predict Return of 
Henry Pu-Yi to North- 


ern Throne. 

PEIPING, China, May 24.—(?)— 
Major General Takayoshi Matsumuro, 
new leader of Japan's drive for ex- 
pansion in North China, surprised 
foreign officials today by establishing 
military headquarters inside the lega- 
tion quarter in a building rented from 
the Chinese maritime customs. _ 

General Matsumuro, a mild-man- 
nered and _ philosophical 
scholar, has replaced the wily Lieu- 
tenant-General Kenji Doihara as the 
“spearhead” of the Japanese penetra- 
tion. His new quarters are not far 
from the American legation. 

General Matsumuro, whose secre- 
tary, Shuko Nishimaki is a graduate 
of Columbia University, will  co- 
operate with General Kanichiro 
Tashiro, commander of the. North 
China garrison, in placing the thou- 
sands of Japanese reinforcements 
which have reached Tientsin. His 
chief functions however, observers say, 
will be to continue the secret political 
maneuvering begun by Doihara.

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PELLEY ASKS PASSAGE 
OF SHORT HAUL BILL 


Says” Railways Should Be 
Permitted To Alter Rates 
on Mileage. 


WASHINGTON. May 24.—(/)—J. 
J. Pelley, president of the Association 
of American Railways, today linked 
the railroad’s advocacy of the Pettin- 
gill long and short haul bill with a 
“plea in behalf of the interior of the 
country.” 

Replying to a letter from Chair- 
man Wheeler, democrat, Montana. of 
the senate commerce committee, Pelley 
said the pending bill would afford 
the railroads an opportunity to com- 
pete for bhsiness they once had and 
that “interior points should be permit- 
ted and are entitled to shafe in the 
development which we all so confident- 
ly expect.” 

Wheeler had requested Pelley to 
submit to the committee a complete 
study of the traffic railroads expect- 
ed to regain under the bill, with fig- 
ures broken down as to the direction 
of the movement of the regained traf- 
fic and commodity classification. 

Under the bill which seeks to mod- 
ify Section 4 of the interstate com- 
merce act, a railroad would be: per- 
mitted to charge les» for a long haul 
than fora short hwul over the same 
route in the same direction. 

‘Calling the senator’s attention to 
statistics already submitted to the 
committee, Pelley said such a study 
“would require the examination: of 
thousands of individual situations and 
decisions would have to be made as 
to each of them.” 

“We are sure, however,” he said, 
“in spite of our inability to furnish 
precise figures, tbat there will re- 
sult .a very substantial increase in 
rail tonnage . between the eastern, 
central, midwestern, and southern 
states on the one hand and the Pacific 
coast on the other.
